Kimmel, who have 
fine crops this year, from selling their 
gram. The grounds were that they were 
behind in payments andes agreement for 
sale and in water rentals. 

When the application tocontinue came 
up Justice Stuart dismissed them, He 
found that the right to cancel did not 
rive the company the right to seize goods 
of defendants, and that if they had a 
right to distrain an injunetion was not 
the proper method.

\ biggest military camps in the world, 
| yet sixty-odd years ago it was uo 
more than a collection of huts. 

It Wasn't till 1852, indeed, that Al- 
| dershot began its existence. At the 
time Lord Hardiuge was commander- 
in-chier of the army, and through him 
| three syguare miles of Cobham Com- 
mon were pought for the purpose of 
training troops. ‘The first lot of troops 
consisted of four officers aud 100 
men. 

l’rom those few huts, which began 
the great camp, has sprung the pres- 
} cut permanent barracks, military hos- 
pitals, gymnasiums, and trainin; 

From 
1852 to 1857 over a million pounds 
were spent on improving the place and 
| making it a suitable headquarters of 
}tne British army.

crops than it has upon the tempera- 
ture or the amount of rain or the 
winds or any other weather element. 
The growth of plants depends upon 
the amount of food in the soil and 
in the air that is available for them 
and upon temperature, light, and 
moisture. The moon obviously does 
not affect thé character of the soil 
in any way, neither does it affect 
the composition of the atmosphere. 
The only remaining way in which it 
could influence plant growth, ther> 
fore, is by its light. Recent expert- 
ments, howeyer, show that full day- 
light ‘is abowt 600,000 times brighter 
than full moonlight, yet when a plant 
gets 1,100th part of normal daytight 
it thrives little better than in abso- 
lute darkness. If 1-100th part of 
normal daylight is thus too little to 
stimulate a plant, it seems quite cer 
tain that a 600,000th part can not 
have any effect at all. It is, therefore 
a mere waste of time to think about 
the moon in connection with the 
planting of crops. The moon, say the 
scientists, has nothing more to do 
with this than it has to do with 
the building of fences, the time for 
killing hogs, or any other of the in- 
numerable things over which it was 
once supposed to exert a strong in- 
fluence.

Production of Pulp Increases 
Despite the War 

Some economists have termed this 
the “paper age” from the increasing 
use of payer in all walks of life. This 
being tue case it is gratifying to know 
that Canada is one of the great paper 
couctries of the world and is destined 
to become still greater in this respect. 
All interested in paper and the mater- 
ials from which it is produced (pulp 
and pulpwood), look forward to the 
issue of the annual bulletin on “Pulp- 
wood” by the fore:try branch of the 
department of the inteiror. This has 
now been sent to the printer and a 
few of the leading facts from it may 
be given. In spite of the war the con- 
sumption of pulpwood in Canadian 
mills was over 10 per cent. greater in 
1914 than in 1913. , 

Since 1910 the pulpwood consumed 
in Canadian mills has a little more 
than doubled. The consumption in 
1910 was 698,487 cords and in 1914 
1,224,376 cords. The commonest and 
cheapest kind of pulp, made by the 
grinding process cnd known as grouna 
wood pulp, increased by 9 per cen¢. 
over 1913, but that made by chemicil 
processes increased by over 13 per 
cent. This increasing use of chemical 
processes helps the country greatly 
as the product is worth nearly three 
time as much as the ground wood 
pulp. 

Quebec is still the leading province 
in pulp production, having 31 active 
mills out of a total of 66 mills for 
all Canada. Quebec produced 55 per 
cent. of al] Canadian pulp in 1914. On- 
tario came second with nearly 37 per 
cent. of the total production and the 
other producing provinces in order 
were British Columpia, New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia. The total value 
of pulpwood consumed in Canadian 
millg in 1914 was $8,089,£68 and of 
that exported to foreign countries 
in a raw state $6,680,490 making a 
‘rand total of $174,770,358 for the 
value of the pulpwood produced last 
year. It is interesting to know that 
the proportion of pulpwood marufac- 
tured into pulp in Canada is increas- 


ing over that exported in the raw 
state. The bulletin containing all the

Greatest of Dinosaurs 


American Museum of Natural History 
Mounts Great Tyrannosaurus 

A giant tyrannosaurus, greatest of 
di-osaurs, and 1ound in the Lance for 
mation of Montana by Barnum Brown, 
has been mounted recently at the 
American Museum of National His- 
tory. 

According to authorities this speci- 
Men is the largest dinosaur known of 
We Cretaceous period, and its age os 
estimated at about 3,000,000 years. 
This was a monster ol his time, and 
when alive Weasured about torty- 
seven feet in iengtn and stood about 
eighteen aud a bait teet higa. Traced 
by the scientists he flourished near 
the close of the Cretaceous period, anu 
lived on herbivorous dinosaurs. 

Vhe tyrannosaurus was the largest 
flesh eater in existence, so far as 
KNOWN, aud is considered the king ot 
the dinosaur family, a creature of en- 
ormous proportions, even in his pres- 
ent form, for he is a mammoth in ap- 
pearance, a huge reminder of preh.s- 
toric ages, when dinosaurs wandered 


over the earth. 


According to Barnum Brown, who 
has unearthed many fossil trophies in 
the Bad Lands and the Red Deer river 
section of Alberta, the tyrannosaurus 
was the chief of all flesh eaters and 
the herbivorous types of the dinosaur 
supplied him with food. Long hindlegs 
and extremely small forelegs were his 
particular cnaracteristics. The front 
limbs were used apparently for grasp- 
ing anything that impeded the mon- 
ster’s progress. 

Two other specimens of the dinos- 
aur family recently mounted at the 
museum are the corythosaurus and 
the ornithomimus, “tinds” in the Rea 
Deer river tossil country.

Raising Angoras 


Angora Goats Said to do Well in This 
Country and Prove Profitable 
“Most parts of Canada where live 
stock production prevails are suitable 
to the raising of Angoras, especially 
if the Jand is high and dry the greater 
part of the year. They will withstand 
the rigor of even the coldest winter 
and do not require any greater shelter 
than a shed to protect them from 
wind and storm, providing a sufficient 
quantity of nutritious food and pure 
water are supplied. The Angora goat 
performs a two-fold service in the 
Canadian scheme of farming. It pro- 
duces a high grade of mohair and at 
the same time may be used for the 
destruction of underbrush on lands to 
be broken for subsequent cultivation.” 
Such is one of the opening para- 
graphs of pamphlet No. 12 of the 
Sheep and Goat Division of the Live

The pamphlet gives a brief sketch 
of the origin and history of the An- 
gora, which from being a native of 
turkey in Asia has travelled some- 
what extensively into South Africa, is 
fairly well known in the United States 
and not as well known in Canada as 
desirable. Mohair, of which Turkey, 
in times of peace, supplies 10,000,000 0c, 
Ib. annually, South Africa, 15,000,000) 
Ibs. and the rest of the world 6,000,- 
000 Ibs., is the technical name given 
the hair of the Angora goat. The word 
is derived from the French “mohere” 
and, primarily, from the Arabic ‘“muk- 
hayyar,” meaning mohair cloth. 
This, with a vast deal more infor- 
mation about a rarticularly useful 
goat, is furnished in the pamphlet un- 
der notice. Nature and the necessary 
treatment for breeding and raising are 
set forth with details of market pos- 
sibilities, of shearing, of grading, and 
of preparing for shipment. Extracts 
from letters written by successful 
breeders in Canada and the United 
States telling of their experience are 
printed as well as some account of 
the complaints to which the animals 
are occasionally subject, with advice 
as to preventives and remedies. Il- 
lustrations of types and the fleeces 
carried at various ages lend impres- 
sion, expression and interest to the 
pamphlet. 


Enormous Figures 

The Hardware Review mentions 
some figures in connection with the | 
American automobile industry that 
will startle people and make them 
ponder over the fact that people are 
wonderfully resourceful in getting 
hold of money when money is requir- 
ed for a special purpose. 

On June 1 of the current year the 
number of motor cars in the United 
States had reached 2,000,000. To run 
these cars it is estimated that at least 
1,000,000,000 gallons of gasoline are 
required, worth $13,000,000; — 20,000,- 
000 gallons of lubricating oil, worth 
$8,000,00; 12,000,000 tires, worth not 
less than $192,000,000; appurtenances 
and extra comforts, about $100,000,000, 
These estimates would make the total 
running expense of all cars in use 
$730,000,000. Add to this the value 
of the 600,000 new cars bought during 
the year, at an average price of $750, 
and you have the vast total of $1,180,- 
000,000 spent in 1915 for motoring. 

Figures for Canada are not at hand, 
but by a comparison of population, 
and a slight precentage reduction in 
the number of automobiles in use on 
this side of the line a fairly accurate 
estimate may be made. 

The industry is still in the growing 
stage.—Winnipey, Tribune. 


Harvesting Grain 

the best part of the grain 
area for seed and allow it to ripen 
tnoroughly. Where there is a large 
acreage of grain the remainder may 
be cut a little on the green side. The 
straw is better for feeding purposes 
and very little of the grain will be lost 
by shelling. 

Stuok well, making each pair of 
sheaves support themselves. Do not 
place too many gheaves in a stook, 
and have the rows straight and even. 
They not only give the harvest a bet- 
ter appearance but also make the 
work of loading easier for the team- 
ster. 

When possible, thresh direct from 
the stook—it is more economical of 
labor and barn room, as most of the 
straw can be stored under cover 
when the work is done in this way.— 
Canadian Countryman.

The above is what the good breeder 
is trying to make with every sale and 
the buyer hopes to get in every pur- 
chase he makes. It is true in every 
line of trade as well as that of dis- 
posing of poultry and failure to com- 
plete them in a way that meets the

satisfaction of all, is due to the same | 


causes whether in poultry or some 
other commodity. 


For one who is endeavoring to build 
up a business and who realizes what 
will help most in doing s0 every ef- 
fort will be made to make all transac- 
tions as satisfactory as possible 
whether it be in che sale of eating 
eggs, fowls for eating or 
and breeding stock the same is truo 
with regard to the value of having the 
purchaser well satisfied. Many times 
this alone will influence a breeder to 
put in something extra or give quality 
that he honestly feels is worth more 
than the price demanded so as to get 
a greater satisfaction for the pur- 
chaser. 

Even then the difficulty of making 
every sale makes the purchaser feel 
exceedingly well pleased is one that 
is having the very closest study of all 
breeders. Generally speaking, of 
course, the quality of the article pro- 
duced will determine to a large extent 
the satisfaction it will give on the 
average. However, there are other 
elements that may mar the possibili- 
ties for the complete satisfaction that 
both parties wish to have. 

Sc often the breeder and the buyer 
may not fully understand each other 
so tliat the wishes of the purchaser 
are not fully comprehended by the 
seller. Consequently when the bird 
arrives, although of first-class quality, 
he proves to be quite different to what 
the purchaser pictured or looked for- 


ward to receiving. The fact that a 
bird may or may not win at some 
show does not for a moment <deter- 


mine the quality, although, in the 
majority of cases it would have all to 
do with the .tisfaction of some pur- 
chasers. It is probably safe to say 
that many buyers with better birds 
that have not won lave been less sat- 
istied than they might have been had 
they won out with poorer stock. 

The breedar, therefore, must allow 
for some of the peculiarities of human 
nature, must appreciate that it may 
not always be a case of the biggest 
value but that an occasional difficulty 
will crop up in spite of all the effort 
that he can make. No sale is com- 
pleted unti] the buyer expresses sat- 
isfaction, and whether the buyer is at

fault in his judgment or not, the good 


business man will not allow the mat- 


ter to become a controversy but will 
make a supreme effort to see that a 
most satisfactory arrangement is 
made to conform to any guarantee or 
agreement used by him. On some such 
basis we believe the big businesses 
have been built and so long as the 
buyer shows evidence of making com- 
plaint entirely in good faith the wise 
man will see wherein the real diffi- 
culty seems to be and perhaps be able 
to rectify it and make a pleased cus- 
tomer for the future. 

Guarantees are no doubt a big help 
in defining the basis of sale, but only 
the human desire to see the sales 
through to satisafction can be expect- 
ed to bring the lasting results that 
the breeder desires to get. This kind 
of satisfaction makes the customer 
feel certain the breeler is working 
in his interest as well as his own and 
allows him to rely fully on his de- 
pendability to always serve him with 
the highest value. When the customer 
reaches that state of confidence the 
breeder has truly given the satisfac- 
tion that pays. 

The greatest error that could pos- 
sibly be made is to over-state the 
value of birds that will be shipped. No- 
thing can possibly be gained by it and 
dissatisfacticn is sure to 
many cases. The more clearly descrip- 
tion can be given that are exact with 
the specimens the better is the selling 


arcsument and more likely is the cus- | 


tomer to feel the proper treatment ex- 
tended. The idea that advertising that 
ig exaggerated is good and that with- 
out eXaggeration good results are im- 
possible has long ago been exploded 
and more and more are all Classes of 
advertisers coming to see that the 
more exact and accurately statements 


are made the most lasting are the re-| 


sults likely to be. 

If the breeder can produce his stock 
better than his neighbor and will sell 
to the community; if he can success- 
fully let it be known just what he can 
supply better than the rest, he can 
supply the country, and if he can sup- 
ply a superior product at a fair price, 
business will increase by the repeats 
from satisfied customers and those 
who learn from them where satisfac- 
toin can bys secured.

History of the Tomato Poultry Breeders’ 
Great Opportunity | pehorning a Pr 


Believed to be a Native of Peru and 
Cultivated Centuries Before 
Time of Columbus 
For the tomato, the world is in- 
debted to Peru, according to an art- 
icle contributea by Edward Albes to 
the current number of the Bulletin 

of the Pan American Union. 

The name “tomato” seems to be of 
Aztec origin, given as tomatl by some 
authorities and as xitomate by others, 
and still persists in some few of the 
older Mexican town names, such as 
Tomatlan, 
general consensus of opinion’ among 
botanists seems to be that the plant 
and its culture for edible purposes or- 
iginated in Peru, whence it spread to 
other sections of the Americas. It is 
certain, at any rate, that it was known 
and cultivated for its fruit centuries 
before the Columbian discovery. 

That the individual tomato 


the fact that two large varieties were 
described by Matthiolus as early as 
1554, but for many years {it was only 
in Southern Europe that the value of 
the fruit for use in soups and as a Sal- 
ad was recognized. It was quite gen- 
erally used in Spain and Italy during 
the seventeenth century, but in lng- 
land and in Northern Kurope gener- 
ally the plant was grown only in bo- 
tanical gardens as a curiosity and for 
ornamental purposes. It was seldom 
eaten, being commonly regarded as 
unhealthy and even poisonous. This 
belief probably arose because of the 
close resemblance of the plant to its 
allied relative the nightshade, or bella- 
donna, and had, of course, no founda- 
tion in fact. It was not until the early 
part of the nineteenth century that 
the tomato came into general use is 
a food in Northern Europe and Amer- 
ica. Since about 18385, however, the 
use and cultivation of the vegetable 
has grown to such an extent that it 
has now become one of the most im- 
portant of our garden crops. 

When a successful process of can- 
ning the fruit was evolved the tomato 
incustry at once assumed large pro- 
portions. It was found that for all 
cooking purpozes the canned fruit was 
as good as that fresh from the vine, 
and as a result the tomato has _ be- 
come a staple food the year round, 
and millions of dollars are now in- 
vested in canning factories in Canada 
and the United States whose chief 
output consists of tomatoes.

The Homestead Law 


Women Should Have the Opportunity 
of Taking up a Homestead 


The Women's Council has for many 
years protes:ed against the injustice 
of the Ilomestead Law of Canada, but, 
so far, without result. No woman, 
unless she be a widow with youn; 
children, may take up a homestead. 
Although a wan can take up land for 
his son when he reaches the age of 
eighteen, he must support his grown- 
up daughters as best he can or allow 
them to leave home to earn a liveli 
hood. In these days women who are 
slowing that they can cultivate the 
land in Great Britain are encouraged 
to do so. 

It is not, it is true, likely that wo- 


|} men will live on prairie farms alone. 


But the number of men who can farm 
profitably as bachelors is not great 
To obtain the best results men and 
women must work together. The 
farm and the faimily belong to each 
other. 

At the same time, every young wo- 
man who wishes to do so should have 
the opportunity of taking up a home- 
stead. The rules are not very hard to 
comply with and a woman with a 
taste for agriculture could, when she 
had a little capital, make a home for 
herself and those dependent upon her. 
The teaching of agriculture to women 
leadg naturally to the wish to own 
land in their own right. 

The refusal of homestead rights to 
women is caused by the survival of 
the old spirit which refused to allow 
women to attend the uriversity and 
still, in some places, closes the doors 
of certain professions against them 
Women have a right to eagage in any 
employment for which they are fitted 
by nature and education. There is no 
danger for a long time to come, that 
too many peuple will go on the land

JY Slanitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, the 
Yukou Territory, the North-west Territories 
and ina portion of the Province of British Co- 
lumbia, nay be leased for a term of tweuty-ong 
yeursatan annual rental of $1 an acre. Not 
more than $2,560 acres will be leased to one ap-

Application fora lease must be made by the 
appheant in person to the Agent or Sub-Agent 
of the district in which the rights applied for 
are situated, 

Jn surveyed territory the land must be des- 
cribed by sections, or legal sub-c iene of 
sections, and in unsurveyed territory the t 
applied for shull be staked out by the apelie 
cant himself. 

Each application must be accompanied by a 
fee of & Which will be refunded if the rights 
applied for are notavailable, but not otherwise 
A royalty shall be paid on the merehantal 
output of the mine at the rate of five cents per 
ton, 

The person operating the mine shall furnish 
the Avent w th sworn returns accounting for 
the full quantity of merchantable coal mined 
and pay the yalty theregu. If the coal min- 
jug rights ¢ uot being Operated, such returns 
should be furnished at least once a year.

lished before they could dream of 
landing troops On a German coast. But 
in the case of an expedition to Great 
Lritain it is negligibte. He rightly pos- 
t lates an attempt by the German 
navy to engage with the naval forces 
of the enemy. But he pointedly de- 
clares that the transport fieet must 
not wait until the result of the en- 
gagement has been ascertained. 
Whether victory or defeat should en- 
sue, time would have been given for 
the transports to reach the alien 
shore.—Glasgow Weekly Herald.

To Drive ( Out Snobs 


Ueeful Men and Women Rather Than 
Cultured Ones is Aim of Board 
of Education 


Driving the snob: out of Kansas is 
the new task undertaken by tne state 
board of education. The preparatory 
work will begin at once and with the 
opening of the school year this fall 
the reai work of making useful rather 
than cultured men and women will be 
under way. 

For six, years BE. T. Fairchild, state 
superintendent of public instruction, 
now head of the New Hampshire agri- 
cultural college, fought the trend of 
education in the state that was mak- 
ing a race of snobs of the young folk. 
His successor, W. D. Ross, continued 
the fight for three years before he was 
able to break through the “culture 
trust.” 

A great many parents and nearly 
every high school teacher have for 
years encouraged the children in cul- 
tural studies in the high schools. The 
colleges of the state and of other 
States urged the high schools to install 
courses in the arts and sciences that 
would lead tO admission to colleges. 
That attitude caused the high schools 
to become preparatory schools for 
colleges rather than training schools 
for citizenship and useful endeavor. 
It was this idea that Fairchild and 
Ross fought continually for eight 
years, and now they have the entering 
wedge to break down the culture sys- 
tem in schools. 

“Only a small percentage of the 
boys and girls who graduate from the 
high schools are able. to go to college,” 
said Mr. Ross. “It has been the ob 
servation of many men that the high 
school studies lead more to culture 
than to practical affairs. It is highly 
proper that the children should stucy 
Latin and Greek and history and other 
things that make for culture and for 
highly trained mentality. 

“But along with these there ought 
to be some practical everyday work. 
Few of the boys and girls ever did 
get additional training than the high 
school, and the training they do get 
should be the most useful to them ia 
every way that it is possible for the 
state to give. 

“Actual vocational training gives a 
boy or a girl an incentive to good 


work, not only in his vocational 
studies, -but in the cultural ones as 
well. If vocational work does nothing 


more than reduce the snobbery it will 
have accomplished a great deal. 

“A few years ago there were no 
snobs, because every one appreciated 
what constitutes good joinery or good 
children now have no conception of 
what constittues good joinery or good 
welding and they have no appreciation 
of the actual worth of a man who 
builds a good machine. 

“A girl who herself made a cress or 
who took a prize for cookies knows 
the value of another woman who 
makes artistic clothing.” 

The state board of education is mak- 
ing a complete revision of the course 
of study in high schools. The new or- 
der of things goes into effect with the 
opening of the schools next fall. There 
will be marked increases in the voca- 
tional training, and the boys and girls 
will be required to take the vocational 
work whether they expect to go to 
college or not. 

“The high schools of Kansas will be 
Managed upon the theory that they 
are training schools for young folk for 
good citizens, good workers, good 
wives,” is the announcement of the 
board. 

Four inspectors, who will see that 
the work is properl, carried on, and 
$50,000 in cash bonuses from the state 
will be given to high schools with com- 
plete vocational courses.

Stonewall Jackson’s valley -cam- 
paign was one of the great deeds of 
history, says the New York, ‘Times. 
Not since Napoleon's time have men 
been so dazzled as they were by that 
great exploit of his. Yet Stonewall 
might have gone down the valley in 
defeat had it not been for a little col 
lege girl named Belle Boyd. 

The Union general Shields was 
quartered at Miss Boyd's house. He 
held a council of war there. Miss Boyd 
bored a hole in the floor of her cham- 
ber, which was over-Shield’s room, 
and lay there with her ear to it 
throughout the night. The next morn- 
ing Stonewall Jackson was in full pos- 
session of the plang for a great battle 
and was able to defeat the Unioa 
army. 

She kept up her valiant work forthe 
Confederacy until the Union officers 
began to suspect her, and Jacksoa 
ordered her to move from. her 
Shenandoah home to Winchester. She 
had been arrested by the Fedcrals and 
had flirted her way to liberty—for she 
was a pretty girl, despite the libellous 
photographs of her. In Winchester 
Jackson conférred upon her a com- 
mission as captain in the Confederate 
army. By this time the whole nor 1 
had become aware of the services she 
was rendering the Confederacy, and 
every officer and private was on the 
alert to get her. Yet she escaped until 
1864, when she was caught ona block- 
ade runner. Her captor lost his heart 
to her, deserted the navy and married 
her, and the Prince of Wales, after- 
wards Edward VIL. attended the wed- 
ding.
